ROJESTVENSKY IS AT VIGO. 


BUT 8T. PETERSBURG HAS RE¬ 
CEIVED NO OFFICIAL REPORT. 


LONDON GROWING IMPATIENT. 


London, Oct. 27.—At 8 o'clock this 
morning there Is no sign as to when 
Admiral Rojestvensky's report will be 
made public, but If unofficial reports 
should turn out to reflect the Admiral's 
official report It Is evident the Russian 
officer s made an extraordinary blunder 
In mistaking trawlers for torpedo boats 
and fired on their phantom foes. This 
astonishing explanation is regarded 
here ns not fitting 111 with the state of 
panic suggested as having prevailed 
ariAng the officers of the Baltic fleet; 
and in that case. It is suggested, the 
Russian Government should find no 
difficulty in removing and punishing 
the officers responsible. 

The newspapers this morning evince 
more heat and Impatience than hereto¬ 
fore at Russia’s delay, which is consid¬ 
ered absolutely indefensible In the pres¬ 
ent circumstances. 

The Russian reply to Great Britain's 
note expresses deep regret at the oc¬ 
currence and promises full reparation 
as soon as an official report Is received 
from Vice Admiral Rojestvensky. 

Foreign Secretary Lansdowne con¬ 
siders that the reply in Us present form 
Is Incomplete, especially In the failure 
to grant Great Britain’s demand for the 
punishment In principle of such officers 
as might be found responsible. 


TENSION IS INCREASING 

And the British Admiralty Is Getting 
Its Fighting Ships In Trim. 

London, Oct. 26.—Tension increases a? 
time passes without a definite settle¬ 
ment of the situation created by the 
Russian blunder In the North sea. Am¬ 
bassador Benckendorff's tentative com¬ 
munication to Foreign Minister Lans¬ 
downe to-day and the fact tha/t this was 
regarded as unsatisfactory only served 
to Inflame the public mind: and. while 
offialal circles are giving out intimations 
that it Is thelT confident belief the whole 
matter will be satisfactorily arranged, 
M is now quite evident that only a 
short time will be allowed Russia in 
which to give final and complete assur¬ 
ances of her intention to comply with 
any and all demands Great Britain 
may make within reason. The arrival 
of Admiral Rojestvensky at Vigo hnd 
the certainty that he Is in direct com¬ 
munication with his Government re¬ 
move at once the possibility of any 
delay on account of the inability of 
Russia to get his side of the occurrences 
of the night of October 21. Wit* this 
official version before the Russian Gov¬ 
ernment, together with the official 
statement of the members of the fishing 
fleet It Is unlikely that the British pub¬ 
lic or the Government will allow* an¬ 
other tw’enty-four hours to pass quietly 
without receiving a satisfactory reply 
to the note, which demanded a quick 
answer.

The Admiralty Is Busy. 


Baltic squadron. It is further under¬ 
stood that Great Britain is not de¬ 
manding final and formal written un¬ 
dertaking before announcing that she is 
satisfied, but that an undertaking in 
general terms on the part of Rusria 
will be accepted as sufficient guarantee 
for an official announcement that the 
crisis ha«? passed. 

Colonial Secretary Lyttleton. speak¬ 
ing at Leamington to-night, said he 
had no further information to disclose, 
but that he had no doubt Russia would 
make full reparation and punish the 
offender*. All the public utterances of 
Ministers and influential men reflect 
the gravity of the crisis, but also ex¬ 
press confidence that Russia will give 
the required satisfaction. Premier Bal¬ 
four will make a speech at Southamp¬ 
ton on Friday, which Is awaited with 
intense interest. Lord Selborne. First 
Lord of the Admiralty, left London 
late to-night for Portsmouth to give 
his personal attention to naval prepa¬ 
ration© there. 

ROJESTVENSKY’S REPORT 

Has Not Been Received According To 
An Admiralty OfficlaL 

St. Petersburg. Oct. 27.-3:20 a. m.— 
An official of the Admiralty dated to 
the Associated Press At 1:30 o'clock this 
morning that no w*ord had yet been 
received from Vice Admiral Rojest¬ 
vensky. The official continued: 

"The delay in getting the Russian 
version of the North Rea affair is prov¬ 
ing exceedingly embarrasping to this 
Government. It is felt that In the in¬ 
flamed state of British public opinion 
the inexplicable absence of any official 
report is becoming a most serious fact¬ 
or and renders still more difficult an 
already delicate situation." 

While the good faith of the Russian 
Government in Its efforts to probe the 
affair is not questioned. It Is evident 
from renewed British Inquiries at the 
Foreign Office and Admiralty on Wed¬ 
nesday, that while rvo time limit for 
a response to the British note has been 
fixed. King Edward’s Government is 
neither in a humor nor a position to 
brook unreasonable delay. It la real¬ 
ized here that each day's delay will 
render the temper of the people of both 
countries more uncertain. Th*» hope 
Is expressed at live Admiralty that the 
report may be received to-day. 

The possibility, of course, remains 
that the Information of the Associated 
Press yesterday afternoon may be core 
reet that the report is already in the 
hands of the Emperor, but, If so, the 
delay In transmitting It to the Admir¬ 
alty Is Inexplicable, assurances having 
been extended to the British Embassy 
that there should not be the slightest 
delay in communicating the report 
when it was received. 

One danger of complications dis¬ 
cussed here lies in the possibility that 
Great Britain may deem it nece«*ary to 
dispatch warships to warn and pro¬ 
tect British trawlers off the Spanish 
coast. On the other hand. If the nature 
of Rojestvensky’s report renders the re¬ 
call of the Baltic squadron imperative. 
It will weigh greatly In Japan’s favor 
• and have a serious bearing on the fu¬ 
ture course of the war in the Far East.

Meanwhile the admiralty Is not idle. 
Reports from all naval stations show 
that a tremendous state of anxiety 
exists. This is especially true of Gi¬ 
braltar, from which place it Is an¬ 
nounced that some of the best of Great 
Britain*!) war vessels »re under orders 
to proceed in the direction of the Rus¬ 
sian Baltic squadron, and that atl the 
ships of the British channel fleet are 
ready to go to sea at a moment’s no¬ 
tice. Hitherto there has been no Indi¬ 
cation that a time limit had been set 
by Great Britain for Russia's reply to 
her demands, but the fact that three 
battleships and three cruisers are under 
orders for the morning of October 28 Is 
construed in some quarters to mean 
that Great Britain will not W’alt longer 
than that date before unleash rig her 
sea dogs, while it is also evident thnt 
the Russian cruisers and smaller boats 
of the Baltic squadron may find diffi¬ 
culty in passing the gateway to the 
East unless the crisis Js completely 
over by the time they reach the en¬ 
trance to the Mediterranean.

COUNTY TREASURER INDICTED. 


OTHER INDICTMENTS EXPECTED 
AT POMEROY, 0. 


ROBBERS CHARGED BY CHASE. 


Claim* That They Looted the Treas¬ 
ury, Locked Him Up and Then 
Made Their Escape. 


FOUND BY HIS DAUGHTER. 


He Srjb the North Sea Affair Was 
Purely Accidental. 

Vigo. Sp^n, Oct. 26.—The arrival of 
the Russian battleships Emperor Alex¬ 
ander III., Borodino, Orel and Knlaz 
Souvaroff and the transport Ana to l, 
which have anchored In this port, has 
caused considerable excitement. 

The commander of the port Immedi¬ 
ately boarded the Russian flagship and 
informed Admiral Rojestvensky that 
the Spanish Government could not per¬ 
mit the warships to coal within the 
port. Admiral Rojestvensky replied 
that his vessels needed repairs, and 
that for that reason he had separated 
from the remainder of his squadron. 
The commander of the port promised to 
inform the Spanish Government of the 
Admiral’s statement and communicate 
fche Government’s reply as soon as It 
was received. 

In apite of this five German <x>lliers 
anchored in port alongside the battle¬ 
ships. whereupon the commander of 
the port sent an aide-de-camp to beg 
Admiral Rojestvensky not to violate 
Spanish neutrality, and he also ordered 
the commanding officer of the Spanish 
cruiser Estramadura to notify the col¬ 
liers that they must obey fhe port au¬ 
thorities. Eventually Admiral Rojest¬ 
vensky promised that be would not coal 
In Spanish waters, at the same time 
begging the commander of the port to 
obtain the Government’s permission for 
each warship to take on 400 tons of coal 
with which to reach Tangier. Shortly 
afterw-rd, three collier* sailed for Tan¬ 
gier. but two remained alongside the 
Russian warships. 

During the afternoon Admiral Rojest¬ 
vensky, accompanied by the command¬ 
ers of his battleships, visited the Mil¬ 
itary Governor, the French Consul and 
the commander of the port, receiving 
the usual honor*. 

• • • 

The Crews Uneasy. 

As far as can be seen, the crews of 
the battleships are very uneasy. Sen¬ 
tinels are closely watching every move¬ 
ment within the harbor. All four of the 
warships seem to be cleared for action 

It Is rumored that the object of the 
Spanish Government In requesting the 
Russians to remain the shortest possi¬ 
ble time at Vigo is to prevent the pos¬ 
sibility of attack by Japanese agents, 
whose presence in the province of Gal¬ 
icia is suspected. 

Prince Keretelll, an officer of the 
battleship Emperor Alexander HI., has 
been interviewed and gives the follow¬ 
ing explanation of the attack by the 
Baltic squadron upon the British 
trawlers off Dogger bank: 

"The transport Anatol. which was 
steaming ahead of the squadron. w*os 
suddenly surrounded by eight torp?do 
boats and requested assistance, where¬ 
upon r battleship division advanced 
and signaled to the unknown vessels to 
leave or disclose their nationality. The 
vessels refused to obey and advanced 
among the Russian battleships. Sud¬ 
denly a cannon shot was heard from an 
unknown vessel. Then\ the Admiral 
formed In battle Hue and replied to the 
fire, afterward continuing his voyage/ 

Prince Keretelll added that the Rus¬ 
sians feared the etrango torpedo boats 
were Japanese, as the Admiral was 
aware that the Japanese had purchased 
such boats in England.

Guarded In Jail. 


Pomeroy, O.. Oct. 26^—After investi¬ 
gating fbr a month, the gTand Jury to¬ 
day indicted County Treasurer Thomas 
J. Chase, charging the embezzlement 
of $14,600 from the oounty treasury cn 
September 9, when he claimed that the 
treasury was looted by mJtsked rob¬ 
ber* and himself locked iif the vault. 
When Chase was brought from the 
oounty treasury Into the court*, his 
bond was fixed at $10,000, As he was 
unable to furnish ball, he was remanded 
to Jail. 

The arrest of Chase caused no sur¬ 
prise In Melggs oounty. but there is 
much excitement to-night over the In¬ 
dictments that are expected to-morrow 
against other persons. The name of 
one of these persons Is on the lips of 
all and the person in quc*tL>t» has been 
suspected as much as Chase hlmseif 

for over a month.

Located By His Daughter. 


Nebraska Farmer Gets Out of Bed, 
Kisses His Wife. Then Goes Out 
and Hangs Himself. 


Omaha. Neb.. Oct. 26.—[Special.]— 
Last night Charles W. Wells, a pros¬ 
perous farmer, living three miles south 
of Fairbury, Nvb.. whosv home wAs 
formerly near itarlaji. Ky . committed 
suicide by hanging himself to a rafter 
in his born. After he and his wife had 
retired for the night he aroae. wrent out 
of the housv for a fins* minutes and 
then, returning, kissed her, went out 
to the bam and took his own Ufe. His 
domestic relations have always bren 
happy, and he was in comfortable finan¬ 
cial circumstances, and It is believed 
that he committed suicide when In a 
fit of temporary Insanity. He was for¬ 
ty-five years old and had lived in Ne¬ 
braska for seventeen year*. 


BISHOPS GATHER. 


OVER SCORE OF THE METHO¬ 
DIST CHURCH IN SESSION. 


Chase claims that two unknown 
masked men entered his office and rob¬ 
bed the safe, locked him In the vault 
and made their escape In daylight 
without being seen by anyone 3bout the 
courthouse or in the town. Chase was 
found locked up by his daughter who 
rushed to a local bank and thence to 
the fair grounds for some one who 
could open the vault. 

It was shown to the gratia jury that 
at least half a dozen men were sitting 
in front of the ocmrthouse all forenoon 
of September 9 and saw no strangers 
One of the most Important witnesses 
w'as Roy Packard, treasurer of Olivo 
Township, who fixed the time of the 
closing of the treasurer's office that 
clay to within two minutes. Packard 
came to Pomeroy that morning to draw 
$300 of school funds for his township. 
After settling In the adjoining office of 
the county auditor, he went to a tele¬ 
phone. seeing and speaking to Chase 
as he passed. At that time Janitor 
Mlnleh was sitting by the door. Pack¬ 
ard says he returned to the treasurer’s 
office within two minutes ufeer seeing 
Chase standing by the door and then 
found the door locked. He was ex¬ 
asperated. as he thougnt It meant an¬ 
other fifteen-mile drive to cush his 
warrant, so he shook the door and 
finally kicked It. Getting no response, 
he tasked Janitor Mlnleh, who still sat 
there, where Chase had gone, as he saw 
the treasurer only a moment previous. 
Janitor Minidh said he thought phase 
had gone to the county fair, which was 
then in progress. Packard then cash¬ 
ed his warrant at a local bank.

Important Testimony. 

The testimony of Frederick Radford, 
assistant cashier of the Middleport 
Bank, ahd of A. P. Miller, editor of 
the Pomeroy Tribune-Telegraph, was 
also considered significant. They had 
been appointed by the Probate Court 
to make Che oeml-annual examination 
and were proceeding when the alleged 
robbery occurred. On the day before 
the alleged robbery. Chase repeatedly 
njfkcd the examiners whether they were 
going to the Fair. They replied that 
they would go the next day. The in¬ 
vestigation Indicates that Miller was 
the last man, tn the treasurer's office 
before it closed the morning of the al¬ 
leged robbery. When he entered Chase 
excitedly said: "I thought you were go¬ 
ing to the Fair <o-da,y.'* MiM-r replied 
he first wanted to get a warrant ca.-hed. 
Chase cached It. then eaane out of the 
inner office, dlosed the gate and walked 
toward the outer door. Miller Js of the 
opinion thajl this was done to prevent 
him going behind the desk and looking 
into the safe, which was the right of 
one In Miller's official capacity ot that 
time. This caused the examiners to 
believe the money had been removed 
the previous afternoon after the de¬ 
parture of the examiners.

TROUBLE BEGINS 


WITH FIRST PERFORMANCE AT 
HENDERSON THEATER. 

Manager Hallam, After Warm Words, 
Ushers President English Out 
of Box Office. 


Henderson, Ky., Oct. 26.—[Special.]— 
There is sensational friction In the 
management of the newly dedicated 
English Theater in this city. F. R. 
Hallam, of Washington, Pa., is appar¬ 
ently the manager. J. K. English, of 
Paducah, Is the president of the stock 
company that owns the theater. Last 
evening during the performance of 
"Liberty Belles" there were »ome words 
between Hallam and English, which re¬ 
sulted In Hallam ushering English out 
of the "box office. 

It is claimed that Hallam turned 
down several of English's passes. There 
are other differences, which will likely 
be ajred in court. 

Late this afternoon J. E. English had 
the Sheriff to execute a written notice 
on Hallam demanding that he vacate 
the English theater's premises and re¬ 
linquish hi* charge over the property. 
The notice charges that Hallam'* 
course and conduct as manager have 
been and are utterly destructive to the 
business and Interests of the company. 
The notice states also that unless Hal¬ 
lam complies with the notice to vacate 
the proper legal steps will be taken. 
Hallam owns stock In the company, 
and thus far has refused to vacate or 
surrender the property. The matter has 
created quite a sensation here and In¬ 
teresting developments are expeetd.

No Effort To Commit Meeting. 

No effort was made to commit the 
meeting either f.*r or against the bond 
teeu*. No resolution was introduced 
and the meeting ended abruptly when 
Col. Young had concluded hie speech. 
All the speakers were given plenty of 
applause and nothing was shown 
which would be construed as for or 
agaJnst the bond Issue. C6I. Young 
gave the crowd the liveliest speech, 
and they did not really wake up ex¬ 
cept during his talk. Mr Uri devoted 
most of his time to abuse of the city 
administration and he wa* applauded 
by a small portion of the audience. 

The theater was filled on the ground 
floor, but only a few person* were In 
tfoe balcony. It was an interested 
crowd, however, and they showed they 
had come to learn of the important 
problem* w hich are to be fac«d. 

The meeting was called to order by 
R. A. McDowell, the president of the 
Commercial Club. He said the meet* 
Ing was one for all the citizens of 
Louisville, and not a meeting of the 
Commercial Club. He said the purpose 
was to educate the Voters so that every 
man In the city should know exactly 
w'hnt the bond issue is and what It 
means, so that the voters could cast 
their ballots hitei 11 gently. He said it 
was not a meeting called either for or 
against the bond issue, but was to bo 
strlcitly nonpartisan. He then Intro¬ 
duced Peyton N. Clarke, as the chair¬ 
man of the meeting. 

Mr. Clarke said his selection a* chair¬ 
man was a case of the office seeking 
the man. He said he had been compli¬ 
mented by the committee w'hich orked 
him to preside, as they said to him 
that he wa* chosen as a fair and im¬ 
partial presiding officer. He told some 
of the arguments which have been used 
by both sides, and told several amus¬ 
ing stories which served to put the 
crowd tn a good bumor. He said It wa? 
proper to say that the speaker* were 
evenly divided, two Colonels and two 
privates. He told of the political affil¬ 
iation of the speakers, causing a laugh, 
when he said a Democrat oppose* and a 
Republican advocates the measure. 

J. B. F. Breed, the City Engineer, 
w'os then Introduced and made a state¬ 
ment of the facts regarding the drain¬ 
age and present sewers of Louisville.

A letter from 
a correspondent the other day said that 
It wgs reported in some newspaper that 
there were 200.000 In a single year. 

It may be a public service Just now 
to give the facts bo far ar I know them, 
writes Samuel W. Dike, corresponding 
secretary of t!he National League V r 
the Protection of the Family, in a letter 
to the Boston Herald, The United 
States Government report of 18S9 
fhowed that there were 25,535 In the 
entire country in the year 1«S6, having 
Increased from 9.937 in 1S67, a period or 
twenty years. Since that report was 
Issued the only official source of Infor¬ 
mation has been the reports of the nine 
States that furnirh eucti statistics. 
Thi«© are the six New England States 
and Ohio, Indiana and Michigan. I 
have the figures of all these States for 
the year 1902 except two, whose figures 
have not yet been received, and I have 
not seen any for last year from any 
State. 

Allowing for a slight increase In 
those two States over the figures of the 
year before, there were reported offi¬ 
cially 14,500 divorces In those nine 
States, which contained about 19 per 
cent, of the population of continental 
r nlted States. These «same States 
granted 7.009 divorces In 1*86. eighteen 
years earlier. At first thought this 
would make the estimate of 60,000 for 
the entire country last year a moderate 
one. But so many unknown element* 
enter Into the problem that I should 
not care to venture to guess the num¬ 
ber for the whole United Btatee. 

Some of the State* included in th^ 
nine are among the worst In the coun¬ 
try. The rate In New Jersey. New 
York and m<*>t of the Southern States 
in 1SS6 was the lowest in the entire 
country. It may or may not be so 
uow. Then a good rnarty restrictions 
have been put upon easy divorce In 
States where we have no figures to 
show their effect. 

In Connecticut, divorces decreased 
from 420 in 1S80 to 354 in 1902, though 
Jt should be ?*aid that the latter figure 
is exceptionally low os compared with 
some previous years. But divorces in 
Connecticut have remained stationary, 
or have positively decreased for many 
years notwithstanding a marked in¬ 
crease In population. Thla possibly 
may be true of other States. 

It ie hoped that Congress will this 
winter provide for bringing the statis¬ 
tics down to date ford'he whole coun¬ 
try.

JAPANESE GO NAKED 

IN SUMMER BATTLES. 


Russians On the Other Hand Carried 
Overcoats During Heavy 
Fighting. 


On July 18 to 21 there was a battle at 
the Chinese village of Kang-Gwa-Lln, 
or Sfh-Muh-Chen, between Hai-Cheng 
and Suh-Yan. writes a correepondent of 
the New York Herald In the field. Ow¬ 
ing to the heat the Japanese came up 
to the attack perfectly naked, except 
that they wore their little caps a« a 
protection against the sun. their na¬ 
tional "waraji." or straw sandals, and. 
of course, their rifles and ammunition 
belts. The plies of naked Japanese 
corpses, therefore, gave the battlefield 
quite a mediaeval appearance. 

With regard to the Japanese soldiers 
frequently attacking and generally 
fighting In a state of nudity, it may be 
remarked that the Russians might take 
a lesson from this and send their sol¬ 
diers into action with less "impedi¬ 
menta," especially as the Russian eol- 
dlar is not accustomed to auch heat as 
now' prevails In Manchuria and as the 
Japanese soldier is quite habituated to 
even greater heat in his own country. 

At present Russian troops march to 
the attack with enormous overcoats 
•trapped to their backs, a large quan¬ 
tity of ammunition and an unnecessary 
amount erf spare clothing and sukharce 
or "hard tack." In other words, the 
Japanese soldier, ivho ls accustomed 
to heat, does not even wear a shirt, 
while the Russian soldier, who is not 
accustomed to heat, not only wears a 
shirt and coat, but carries in addition 
three spare shirts and a heavy over-

Communications have been received 
from hospitals, asylums, penal institu¬ 
tions. associations of physicians, hotels 
and from Individuals. Only this morn¬ 
ing Dr. Wiley received a letter from 
Gen. Lew Wallace, author of "Ben 
Hur," asking for a little more light on 
the whisky controversy, Gen. Wal¬ 
lace’s letter said: 

Dear Dr. Wiley; Will you be kind 
enough to tell me where ard of whom 
I can get some really pure rye whisky?

The case of L. G. Quinlan against 
Green county was argued before Judge 
Walter Evans In the United States Dis¬ 
trict Court yesterday ajid was sub¬ 
mitted on the law and the facts, a Jury 
being waived. The suit grew out of the 
issuance of bonds by the county In the 
interest of a rallioad. and $47,590 is in¬ 
volved.

"any whisky bottled in bond under 
Government supervision.” but as he 
Fomettme* adds: "If 1 could only talk 
I’d tell you things about this particular 
subject that would moke pur hair 
curl, und that would result either In 
your becoming a total abstainer or else 
in demanding affidavits from the dis¬ 
tiller, the bottler, the retailer and the 
Government revenue officers with every 
bottle you purchased."

Aimed At the South. 


The Republican National Committee 
is circulating extensively a pamphlet 
advocating what it terms "equality of 
representation." which. In fact, means 
a reduction of the representation of the 
South In Congress ami in. the electoral 
college. Under the disguise of Us cap¬ 
tion. the pamphlet denies that the Hr 
publican party [ptends to raise the race 
question, but merely wants equality oi 
representation. However, in comparing 
the votes in Congressional districts with 
the voting population no States are 
given the worst of It except those In 
the South. Comparisons such as these 
are made: "Representative Tawney, 
Republican of the First Minnesota Dis¬ 
trict, received 19,581 votes out of a 
total of 32.106, the population being 210,- 
164 About one In six,of the population 
voted. 

Demo¬ 
crat of the Ninth Alabama, District, re¬ 
ceived 6,782 votes out of a total of 8.770 
from a population of 213,820, one In 
twenty-four of the population voting. 
His Republican opponent received L793 
votes—less than one-third of the Dem¬ 
ocratic vote. Alabama Is in the ‘black 
belt.* One white man In Alabama Is 
worth four in Minnesota."

It affirmed the Judgment giv¬ 
ing a death sentence to Holland, but 
reversed judgments giving sltnllAr sen¬ 
tences In the cases of Carney and Mert- 
w'ether and remanded their cases to the 
court below for further trial. The 
opinions In the cases of Holland and 
Cnrney were delivered by Judge Nunn, 
and that In the case of Meriwether by 
Judge O'Renr. The whole court con¬ 
sidered the cases, and concurred In the 
opinions delivered. 

The killing with which the negroes 
are charged was done on the night of 
November 14, 1903. at a point about a 
mile and a half from the town of Pem¬ 
broke. The murdered man had some 
hours previous to the killing gone into 
a saloon at Pembroke and displayed a 
roll of currency. Three days later his 
body was found, the skull having been 
crushed In and the throat cut. A few 
weeks later the negro Holland was ar¬ 
rested at hls home in the county. 
While en route to Jail he confessed and 
Implicated the others indicted. He 
said that the man Meriwether struck 
the blow on the head, and that he. Hol¬ 
land, cut the man’s throat. When on 
trial, he said thnt he made these con¬ 
fessions through fear, nnd denied any 
knowledge of the crime. The court 
here says In affirming as to Holland 
thnt the confession was not*made ns a 
result of Intimidation, but freely and 
voluntarily: and that all of the fac^a 
nnd circumstances of the killing coin¬ 
cide with his confession, proving the 
truth of what he said at the time of his 
arrest. The court says: "The facts 
and circumstances as shown in the rec¬ 
ord point with certainty to the guilt of 
appellant Holland, and the punishment 
fixed by the Jury Is no more severe than 
the perpetrators of this atrocious und 
brutal murder deserve." 

In reversing the low'er court Judg¬ 
ment as to Dick Carney the court says 
that it was not error to refuse the per¬ 
emptory Instruction, us there were many 
facts and circumstances which uuthor- 
ized the verdict of guilty, to wit : proof 
that Carney was In the saloon when the 
money was displayed, that he followed 
the stranger from the vicinity of the 
saloon, having money Immediately af¬ 
ter the killing, the finding of a on* dol¬ 
lar bill with blood on It on his person, 
and other of the evidence, but that the 
court below erred in the admission of 
the confessions and of certain state¬ 
ments as to Carney. 

The reversal of the judgment 111 the 
case of Meriwether is for the same rea¬ 
son as that in the case of ^nrney. The 
evidence below* as to Meriwether was 
that blood was found on hls trousers, 
he had money after the killing and not 
just before It, thnt a glove identified as 
hls w*us found near the scene of the kill¬ 
ing. and that he owned an nx-haudle 
similar to that with which the man was 
struck on the head.

Must Serve Life Sentences. 


In an opinion by Judge Settle the 
r ’ourt affirms sentences of life impris¬ 
onment given Robert and Daniel Allen 
In the Owsley Circuit Court on convic¬ 
tion of ussusslnullng one Delaney Pet¬ 
ers. Peters was shot dow*n from am¬ 
bush on June 25. 1903, being at the time 
under Indictment for the killing of one 
J«*hn Allen, a brother of Robert Hnd 
Daniel Allen. They, together with Jos¬ 
eph and Samuel Allen, also relatives of 
John Allen, were Indicted for the crime. 
The last two named were acqiittted on 
trial In the lower court, and Robert and 
Dan Allen were convicted and sentenc¬ 
ed to life imprisonment. Testimony 
was* admitted to the trial to show that 
a mixture of carbolic acid and Japan¬ 
ese oil was used on the feet of the men 
to prevent their being followed by 
bloodhounds.

Finney Gets New Trial. 


Judgment of the Hart Circuit Court 
In a felony case of John Finney against 
the Commonwealth was reversed by the 
Court and remanded for new trial. 
The appellant w*ns convicted In the court 
below* of the murder of one William 
Clytner. and hls punishment fixed at 
confinement for life In the State peni¬ 
tentiary. The reversal is because of the 
admission of Incompetent evidence.

Will Get Her $2,000. 

In an opinion handed down by the 
Chief Justice the Court affirmed"Judg¬ 
ment of the Kenton Circuit Court In a 
case of the City of Covington against 
Fannie Rostwiok. The appellee secur¬ 
ed judgment In the court below* for 
$2,060 for injuries sustained by falling 
on a defective sidewalk.

Judgment Affirmed. 

The Court affirmed judgment of the 
Jefferson Chancery Court, First Divis¬ 
ion In a case of the German Protestant 
Orphan Asylum against the Barber 
Asphalt Company, and another case of 
same against L. R. Figg. The actions 
were instituted by the appellees to re¬ 
cover on apportionment warrants for 
the improvement of Beechw*ood Ave¬ 
nue. from Von Borrles to Baxter Ave¬ 
nue, in the city of Louisville.

Case Is Reversed. 

Judgment of the Boyd Circuit Court 
in a case of the Ashland and Catletts- 
burg Street Railway Company against 
Rosa Hoffman was reversed by the 
court and remanded for further pro¬ 
ceedings. The appellee secured Judg¬ 
ment In ihe lower court for $500 for be. 
Ing ejected from a park under control 
of the appellant company.

The Lucas Case. 

A transcript of the record In the 
agreed case of Auditor’s Agent Frank 
Lucas, of Paducah, against the State 
Auditor to compel him to approve his. 
Lucas’, bond, which Includes the ques¬ 
tion of the authority of former Auditor 
Coulter to appoint Agents to continue 
In office after he himself retired, was 
filed in' the Court of Appeals to-day on 
appeal from the Franklin Circuit Court. 
The case will be submitted at once for 
decision. The Auditor is represented 
by Attorneys Henry Prewitt, of Mt. 
Sterling, and James Campbell, of Pa¬ 
ducah.

The Sewerage Extension. 

The Interest In the extension of the 
drainage and sewerage system of Louis¬ 
ville was manifested by the meeting 
held last night at Macauloy’s Theater. 
Whatever difference of opinion may ex¬ 
ist in regard to the details of tho Im¬ 
provement, or as to Its extent, there 
can be little in the minds of intelligent 
citizens as to its necessity. The top- 
ogrophy of the city is such 
that there Is practically no natural 
drainage for even the rainfall, and 
In the portion of the city In which sew¬ 
ers have been constructed they are de¬ 
pended upon, not only to turn off this 
surface drainage, hut also sewage prop¬ 
er, consisting of waste water from 
dwellings, stores and factories. The 
capacity of these older sewer® is al¬ 
ready overtaxed, while the extension of 
the city limits and the construction of 
new buildings of all kinds have devel¬ 
oped a large area which will soon prove 
a menace to the health of the whole 
city unless increased sewerage facili¬ 
ties are provided. In the southern por¬ 
tion of the city, where for the past few 
years there has been a great Increase in 
manufacturing and industrial plants, 
this necessity has been made especially 
imperative, not only for the relief of the 
new’ Improvements, but to admit of the 
construction of others. The conditions 
are so apparent to any one of ordinary 
observation as not to admit of argu¬ 
ment. 

The only real difference w’hlch exists 
among practical men Is as to the extent 
of the proposed Improvements’ and the 
sum to be provided for the purpose, 
with the manner of Its provision. 
Both of these questions come rightly 
under the head of matter for the de¬ 
cision of experts. If it Is conceded that 
extension and improvement of the sys¬ 
tem are needed the extent of them can 
only be determined by those competent 
to decide both as to their character and 
cost. The coat will be proportioned to 
the Increase in tho system, and this 
should be decided by the necessity of 
the case, and by no mere abstract ob¬ 
jection upon grounds of a false econ¬ 
omy. City Improvements, whether of 
street® or sewers, which are unneces¬ 
sary would be costly at any price. Those 
which are necessary for the health and 
trade demands of the city would be 
cheap at whatever actual cost. There¬ 
fore all objections to the proposed Issue 
of bonds for such improvements are en¬ 
titled to little respect unless based upon 
reasons which will stand close scrutiny. 
The tendency in some directions to give 
a political coloring to the discussion is 
especially to be condemned. It is a 
matter of too much moment to be 
trifled with in that way and should be 
viewed as one purely of necessity for 
the preservation of the health of the 
city and its continued progress. 

The proposition which Is submitted to 
the action of the qualified voters of 
Louisville on the 8 th of November Is a 
simple one- It is to authorize the Issue 
of city bonds to th* amount of $3,500,- 
000 . to be payable In forty years and to 
bear 3V» per cent. Interest, payable 
semi-annually. For the payment of the 
principal and Interest of these bonds 
there will be assessed a tax of one and 
a half cents* on each hundred dollars' 
worth of property taxable for city pur¬ 
poses. The proceeds from the sale of 
42,750.000 of the bonds are to be ex¬ 
pended upon the construction of sewers 
e* from time to time may be ordered by 
the City Council. The proceeds of the 
sale of 4500,000 of the bonds are to be 
used for reconstruction of streets, and 
the sum derived from the sale of the re- 
malning 1200.000 of the bonds is to be for 
the Improvement of Beargras* creek for 
drainage purposes. The expenditure of 


The Latest Statement From the 
White House. 

So Senator Knox, President Roose¬ 
velt's former Attorney General, was 
summoned to«the White House, and the 
statement assailing Judge Parker was 
the result. 

Thus the statements from the White 
Mouse have been resumed. It was too 
great a strain on human nature that 
they should be suspended much longer. 

In the period when we had state¬ 
ments from the White House almost 
daily, the statements were Issued 
sometimes In the President’s own 
name and sometimes In. the name of this 
or that member of his Cabinet. In the 
present instance he has dhosen one of 
the members of his then existing Cab¬ 
inet to father the statement w'hich he 
could no longer withhold. 

That Mr. Roosevelt himself wrote the 
statement, or the main part of It, we 
have not the least doubt. In its tem¬ 
per and style It Is Roosevelt through 
and through. However, the question 
w hether he actually w’rote it Is imma¬ 
terial. He supervised and authorized 
its publication, and that amounts to 
the same thing. 

It is certainly a most undignified 
role for a President and candidate for 
President to assume, this of personal 
mud-throwing. For the statement Is 
nothing less than a malignant personal 
attack on Judge Parker, who Is de¬ 
nounced as the creature of the corpor¬ 
ations. (but who is despairing because 
he cannot get the support of Uhe cor¬ 
porations) and who Is accused of having 
stolen New' York for Hill and having 
received as his reward for the theft 
the appointment ns Judge. 

We have it from this same statement 
that w r hen Judge Parker said the com¬ 
mon law’ could be made effective for the 
regulation of the trusts he was “bid¬ 
ding" for the support of the trusts. 
That he failed to get this support the 
statement also announces, and having 
thus failed we are further told "he In¬ 
veighs against them and seeks to ob¬ 
tain votes by thus attacking them In 
a manner utterly unworthy of the can¬ 
didate of a great party for the high 
office of President." 

But the statement does not go further 
and tell us w hy if Judge Parker bid for 
the support of the trusts he failed to 
get It. 

Did somebody else bid higher? 

It is well "known that six months 
ago most of the trusts and large cor¬ 
porations were generally believed to be 
opposed to Mr. Roosevelt. Indeed, at 
that time the basis of Kir. Roosevelt's 
strongest plea for renomination was his 
claim that the trusts were against him. 
That they are for him now, notwith¬ 
standing Judge Parker’s "bidding" for 
their support. Is equally well known, 
and is not denied by the latest state¬ 
ment from the White House. 

Did Mr. Roosevelt outbid Mr. Par¬ 
ker? 

If not^what is the explanation of the 
trusts’ present support of Mr. Roose¬ 
velt? 

These questions are not answered by 
the statement from the White House, 
but we take it there are few intelligent 
men so unobservant and ill-informed as 
to need answers to them from anybody. 

The whole statement. If it had been 
the campaign production of some petty 
cross-roads editor or some petty cross¬ 
roads stumper, would be contemptible 
enough; coming from the White House 
—well, its author Is the President of 
the United States, and perhaps it would 
be better in Americans not to attempt 
to express before the world an adequate 
characterization of such a performance. 

It is not attempting to do that, how¬ 
ever, to say that the whole production, 
while personally abusing Judge Parker 
for alleged accusations of the Repub¬ 
lican campaign managers and the Re- 
pybllcan candidate, denies none of those 
accusations, but simply responds, in ef¬ 
fect: 

"If we are scoundrels, you’re an¬ 
other.” 

Is this attack of Roosevelt’s on 
Parker, to put it mildly. worthy 
of a President or "of the candidate of 
a great party for the high office of 
President?”

And he 
knows T. Thomas Fortune to he 
a metropolitan gentleman. There¬ 
fore Mr. Fortune feels free to 
reveal that If Judge Parker had 
to dine with either Tom Watson or 
T. Thomas Fortune It w*ould not be T. 
Thomas who would be left to eat at the 
Esopus railroad lunch counter. Mr. 
Fortune does not know Judge Parker, 
but Judge Parker knowing Mr. For¬ 
tune, Mr, Fortune Is willing to venture 
that as between a hayseed unfamiliar 
with amenities, having hobnobbed with 
only commonplace society, and a met¬ 
ropolitan gentleman to whom the 
amenities of hJgh society are as the air 
he breathes, the hayseed would be left 
at the lunch counter and the metro¬ 
politan gentleman would sit at the 
Judge's table. 

Very naturally Mr. Fortune is will¬ 
ing to venture this. He does not know 
Judge Parker, but assuredly Judge 
Parker Is not an Ignoramus. There are 
some things that every men of average 
Information must know’. Accordingly 
Mr. Fortune assumes at the outset that 
Judge Parker knows that Mr. Fortune 
is a metropolitan gentleman. Of course 
Mr. Fortune is a metropolitan gentle¬ 
man. That point Is not In question. 
Mr. Fortune has told us through his 
own paper that he is a metropolitan 
gentleman, and has proved it by con¬ 
fiding .to us that he is used to the 
amenities of high society, that he 
know* the taste of champagne from 
bay rum, and that he can distinguish 
Ice cream from frozen soup. Further¬ 
more, he clearly leaves us to Infer that 
he scor*ns to drink bay rum because he 
can get champagne, and that if he ever 
indulges In frozen soup It Is not because 
he is not thoroughly accustomed to ice 
cream. Indeed, it Is a dull reader of 
his paper that does not see at a glance 
that the ’metropolitan gentleman who 
edits It l^as much "used" to Ice cream 
as he Is to all the other amenities of 
high society.

CROWED BEFORE ELECTION. 


INDEPENDENTVOTE TO DECIDE 


New York. Oct. 20.—[Special.]—It Is 
Interesting to note with what complete 
satisfaction the New York Tribune and 
other Republican newspapers herea¬ 
bouts view the recent heavy registra¬ 
tion In Greater New York. All their 
predictions are to the effect that it 
means a great vote which will be to the 
advantage of the Republican candi¬ 
dates. They hold the same now that 
they held in 1884 and In 1S92. as the 
following extracts will show:

The strong Republican wards show an In¬ 
crease of from 50u to 1,500 over four years 
ago. All thlp points to a large Increase in 
the Republican vote.

How the Voting Was. 


At the election following, New York 
City gave Cleveland 132.812 votes; 
Blaine. 90.065, and Ben Butler, 3,343, a 
plurality for Cleveland of 42,777. This 
was a gain in the Democratic vote com¬ 
pared with that of 1880 of 9.S29, and In 
the Republican vo-te of 8,335. 

In Brooklyn the Democratic strong 
holds. In which the Tribune saw* such 
bright'hopes of Democratic disaffection, 
gave Cleveland an aggregate majority 
of only four hundred less than they 
gave Hancock in 1880, while three 
strong Republican wards, the First, 
Third and Twentieth, gave Blaine an 
aggregate majority of sixteen hundred 
less than they gave Garfield four years 
before. Cleveland’s total vote In Brook¬ 
lyn In 1884 was 62,327 as against Han¬ 
cock’s vote of only 57,793. On the other 
hand. Blaine’s total vote in the city was 
50.238 as against 49,526 polled by Gar¬ 
field In 1880, a gain of only 712 votes for 
the Republican candidate, whereas the 
Democratic vote Increased 6.534.

The typical Western bad ir.an has 
been forced to leave his o*d haunts In 
the frontier communities of the South¬ 
west, writes a correspondent of the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat at Casas 
Grande*. Mex. The progress of civldaa- 
tlon and the Increased vigilance of de¬ 
termined and brave officers of the law 
have forced scores of the desperate 
American characters who formerly held 
undisputed sway along the Texas, Ar¬ 
izona and New Mexico borders to seek 
refuge in the wild mountain regions 
hereabouts. The Sierra Madras are the 
rendezvous of many of these notorious 
fugitives from Justice, Some of them 
are well known to the people of Oasas 
Grandts and other remote mountain 
communities to which 'the bad men 
make periodical visits to replenish their 
supplies. Only X few weeks ago Van 
Musgrave. a notorious outlaw, who fled 
into Mexico from Texas several years 
ngo to escape capture and punishment 
for murders and other crimes which he 
is alleged to have committed, boldly 
rode into the little toVn of Mlnaca, this 
State, and spent several hours trans¬ 
acting business with the merchants. 
He was recognized by many people, in¬ 
cluding members of the police force of 
the place, but no effort was made to 
efTect his arrest. Musgrave was well 
armed ajid is known to be a dead shot. 
Perhaps that was one reason he was 
not molested. When evening came Mus¬ 
grave loaded his supplies upon a park- 
mule and rode off into the mountains. 
Where and how he lives Is not known. 
It Is surmised that he has a mining 
claim or it may be that he has em¬ 
ployment on Home Mexican ranch.

George Musgrave, a bmther of Van 
Musgrave, is another border fugitive 
who is in hiding In this section. He 
fled to Mexico about five yeurs ago, just 
after the robbery of the Southern Pa¬ 
cific through California passenger train, 
near Comstock, Tex. Musgrave is said 
to have been the leader in that hold-up. 
He and his companions got about $90, 
000 In the robbery of the express car. 
Several thousand dollars of this was in 
Mexican silver, and in their rapid flight 
they left a trail of "dobe" dollars over a 
long stretch of country. Capt. William 
McDonald, the Texas Ranger command, 
er. led the pursuing party. One of the 
robbers whs overtaken near the New 
Mexico line, and rather than be cap¬ 
tured he placed a pistol at his headi and 
committed suicide. Musgrave eluded 
the officers and crossed over into Mex¬ 
ico. where he was received with open 
arms by the colony of border fugitives 
already living In the mountains of this 
section. 

George Musgrave w*as one of the 
members of the "Black Jack" gang of 
desperadoes. This band of bad men wag 
the terror of New Mexico, Arizona and 
West Texas for several years, until 
Anally broken up by officers of the law. 
They robbed trains, stages and commit¬ 
ted other crimes with startling frequen¬ 
cy. In addition to his many other 
crimes, George Musgrave shot and kill¬ 
ed George Parker, a prominent citizen 
who lived near Rosswell, N. M., About 
six years ago. George Musgrave 
brought a big part of the booty which 
was obtained in the Southern Pacific 
robbery to Mexico. It Is reported by 
mining men who have come across him 
in the mountains that he is living a 
quiet life In a little mining camp, sit¬ 
uated in the heart of the Sierra Madres, 
near the Chihuahua-Sonora border line. 
He is said to have invested his ill-got¬ 
ten wealth in mines, which bring him a 
good Income. H1 b home Is 250 or 300 
miles from the nearest railroad point, 
and It would take a strong posse of 
soldiers to arrest him and take him out 
of the country. That Fochion Is infested 
with other American fugitives, who 
would quickly come to his rescue should 
anything of the kind be attempted. 

The notorious BUI Taylor, who led 
the gang that robbed the Santa Fe 
passenger train near Coleman, Tex., 
several years ago, 4s somewhere in the 
mountains west of here. He has paid 
brief visits to Casas Grandes several 
times during the past few yeara He 
led the Texas rangers many long 
chases during his active career of 
crime in that State.

be the same men W'ho a year or so ago 
laid their plans to kidnap Col. William 
C. Greene, the multimillionaire min© 
operator of Cananea. Mexico, and hold 
him for ransom. It happened that the 
gang took into their confidence a form¬ 
er New Mexican outlaw now* exiled In 
Mexico, whom Col. Greene had favored 
In various ways In the days when he 
was a poor cow-puncher. This man 
went to Cananea and at the risk of for¬ 
feiting his own life warned Col. Greene 
of the plot. The gang never attempted 
to carry out their plane. 

Train robbery Is not an alluring voca¬ 
tion for the American outlaws In Mex¬ 
ico. The death penalty may be Im¬ 
posed on those found guilty of that 
crime. About three years ago four 
Americans held up and robbed an ex¬ 
press car on the Mexican Central rail¬ 
road, securing $35,000. They were quick¬ 
ly hunted down by the rurales, or 
mounted police, and each Is now In the 
prison at Durango serving a sentence 
of life Imprisonment, i 

There is an Interesting story told here 
of Bud Long, who was a notorious stage 
rqbber in the Southwest in the late 
79s. Long neVer killed a man. so far 
as known. but he held up and robbed 
many stages in We*t Texas and New 
Mexico. He was said to belong to a 
prominent New England family and he 
came to Texas for the benefit of his 
health. He quickly went to the bod 
and his career for several years was one 
which kept the border officers on the 
Jump. He suddenly dropped out of 
sight. It is now told that he came to 
Mexico from Texan and that he engaged 
in the mining business. He assumed 
a Mexican name and took up the life 
of a typical Mexican mine operator. 
He is now worth several hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars and Ijb looked upon as a 
model citizen of the community In 
which he lives. His home is in one of 
the largest mining towns of this State. 
The secret of his life was told by him 
to some of his most intimate friends. 
He married a Mexican woman belong¬ 
ing to a prominent family and they 
have a large family of children, in 
whom the American traits of charac¬ 
ter are plainly seen. For nearly thir¬ 
ty years he has lived an honest, up¬ 
right life. He has never been out of 
Mexico since he came here upon aban¬ 
doning his early career of crime and, 
so far as known, his New- England rel¬ 
atives have long mourned him as dead. 
There era many other strange cases 
of this kind to be found in Mexico.

Bill Styles, one of the most desperate 
Criminals of New Mexico, sought ref 
uge in the fastness of the Sierra Madres 
south of Cananea a year or more ago 
He Is said to have reorganized his band 
of desperadoes since coming to this 
country, a-nd several robberies and 
murders have been committed in the 
mining region northwest of here and 
charged to him and his men. Styles 
had the boldness a short time ago to 
appear 4n brorad. daylight on the streets 
of Naco. situated on the flonora-Arl- 
ion& border. He wore two pistols In 
bis belt and carried a rifle. Although 
there Is a large reward offered for his 
capture and he was recognized by the 
local peace officers of Naoo. he was not 
molested. 

There are many fonner American 
outlaws w'ho came to Mexico as fugi¬ 
tives from Justice now* employed in 
legitimate enterprises In Mexico. They 
are found Ui almost every town and 
city In this country. It do^s not take 
the average desperado long to learn 
that this oountry, even the remote 
mountain regions, are so well policed 
that they cannot pursue their old vo¬ 
cations with freedom. The hold-ups 
which are occasionally committed by 
these American outlaws In this part of 
Mexico are the acts of men made des¬ 
perate by hunger, or else they are 
prompted by that dare-devil spirit 
which does not consider or care for 
possible consequences. 

It was a band of ‘these expatriated 
men who mnde a captive of John 
Elland, a wealthy banker of Portales. 
N. M., a few weeks ago. Mr. Elland 
came to Mexico to inspect .some mines 
which he thought of purchasing. He 
was riding along a mountain trail when 
he was suddenly pounced upon by a 
band of five men. all Americans. They 
took away what money he had tvlth 
him and then escorted him to their 
camp, situated in the distant recesses 
of the rugged Sierra Madres, more than 
100 miles southwest of hen*. When the 
cam]) was reached the robbers forced 
Mr. Elland, at the point of a pistol, to 
write a note to his wife saying that 
he was being held for $50,000 ransom, 
and that the money must be deposited 
at a designated spot, in the mountains 
by a certain time or his life would be 
f'/rfeited. This letter was duly received 
by Mrs. Elland. but before anything 
could be done toward securing her hus¬ 
band’s release he escaped from the 
bandits, and after a terrible Journey 
through the mountains reached the 
railroad and beat, his way to El Paso 
»n a freight train. At El Paso he 
found friends who provided him with 
money to make the remainder of the 
trip home.

The first hint of the mystery of the 
Mary Celeste was given In a news 
item some thirty years ago. The clip¬ 
ping went Into my scrapbook of sug¬ 
gestions at that time, but never was 
used, and years later the history of the 
vessel was added, bdt by bit, until the 
story was complete, writes Allan Kelly 
In the New York Evening Post. Clark 
Russell evidently preserved the same 
original news ltam, for he used it as the 
basis of one of his sea stories. The 
derelict voyage of the brig Mary Ce¬ 
leste is one of the famous nautical mys¬ 
teries, and the subject of many a yarn 
spun lp the forecastle or debated grave¬ 
ly by the afterguard. 

On December 4. 1873, the British brig¬ 
antine Del Gratia, In latitude 38 degrees 
20 minutes, north: longitude 17 degrees 
30 minute®, west, which is about mid¬ 
way between the Azores and Lisbon, 
found the American brig Mary Celeste, 
abandoned at s*a. The brig was run¬ 
ning under topsails, foresail. Jib and 
foretopmast staysail, with yards 
squared, and was steering wild. The 
gangway was unshipped, and the fore- 
hatch was lying bottom upward on the 
deck. The longboat was gone and) the 
chronometer and ship's papers were 
missing. Not a soul was on board, and 
it was evident th^t she had been aban¬ 
doned hurriedly. The logbook was left 
behind, and the last entry was under 
date of November 25, when the brig 
w'as In latitude 87 degrees 2 minutes, 
north; longitude 25 degrees 2 minutes, 
west, indicating that she had been 
cruising without a crew for eight or 
nine days.

The developments In this case sug¬ 
gested a possible explanation of the 
abandonment of the Mary Celeste in 
1873. It was said that Capt. Briggs 
might have tried to wreck her on one 
of the re» fs of <thq Azores; that he head¬ 
ed her for the reef, pretended that she 
would not mind her helm, amd ordered 
all hands Into the boats; that after the 
crew left her the wind hauled and 8u 
changed her course that she ran safely 
past the reef and scudded away. 

The obvious objections to that the¬ 
ory are that Capt, BnJggs would not 
have taken his wife and child on the 
voyagehad he Intended to lose his ship; 
that he would not have risked their 
lives In a small boat very far from 
the islands, and t v hat had he tried the 
trick near tihe Ishifids he w'ould almost 
certainly have reached shore.

The cargo of the Mary Celeste wa^ 
alcohol In red oak barrels. What wa 
It that Oapt. Briggs saw or feared wa 
qbout to happen when he hustled h! 
people into the boat without waiting t 
provision It and pulled away from the 
brig? 

Red oak Is a very porous wood and 
permits the escape of alcohol fume? 
under pressure caused by high tern 
perature. The fumes mixing with th 
foul air of the hold generated an ex 
plosive gas. which blew off the fore¬ 
hatch. Volumes of vapor resembling 
smoke poured out and caused .Capt 
Briggs to believe that the Fhip was 
afire, and. knowing the lnflnmmabl 
and explosive nature of his cargo, he 
lost not a moment In taking to the boat, 
intending to lie at a safe distance and 
watch (developments, There was no 
fire, however, and when the vapor 
cleared from the hold no sign of the 
explosion remained except the over 
turned forehatch. 


BUSY GHOST RINGS 

THEIR DOOR BELL 


Four Companies Agree To Accept a 
Young Chicago Widow As 
a Bisk. 


Four big New fork insurance com¬ 
panies have agreed to share between 
thetpi a half-million dollar risk on the 
life of Mrs. Charles Netcher. a young 
Chicago widow, says a New York tele¬ 
gram to the Kansas City Star. One 
of the companies takes $200,000 and the 
three others $100,000 each. Some difficul¬ 
ty was experienced In placing the pol¬ 
icy because the fair applicant wanted 
an old-fash Ion ed straight Insurance 
policy, without any savings bank fea¬ 
ture to It. 

Mrs. Netcher has risen to wealth af¬ 
ter a strange experience. Several years 
ago she was a saleswoman in the cloak 
department In a Chicago store. Long 
before she entered the employ of the 
firm Charles Ndtdher was a bundle boy 
In the establishment. Netcher was en¬ 
ergetic and saving and finally became 
owner of the store. 

One day Netcher called the saleswom¬ 
an Into his office and proposed mar¬ 
riage. She asked for time to consider 
and finally married him. Netchrr’s 
property waa at that time worth five 
million dollars. Last February Netcher 
took out a half mltllon dollars insurance 
on his life and had only paid one pre¬ 
mium when he 'becuine Ill of appendi¬ 
citis. He was operated on and died 
June 20. The Insurance companies sent 
Ohe widow a check for a half million 
dollars. 

The widow succeeded to the business 
and has ever since been ids actual ad¬ 
ministrative head. She was recently 
elected president of the Boston branch 
of the business Which has two million 
dollars capital. 

Few’er than half a dozen women in 
the world carry half a million dollars 
Insurance on <thelr lives. Miss Helen 
M. Gould Is one of them. Mrs. Henri 
P. Werthelm. of Morristown, N- J-. was 
Insured for half a million dollars. She 
died hist wdnter after the payment of 
the first premium. Women are not con¬ 
sidered good risks by life Insurance 
companies. 


The Del Gratla's people searched the 
Mary Celeste carefully to find an ex¬ 
planation of her abandonment, but 
whai they found only deepened the 
mystery. Upon the ca.bln floor lay a 
naked cutlass, and some dark stains on 
the blade aroused suspicion of mutiny 
and violence, but there were no other 
Indications of strife. Nothing was dis¬ 
placed; even a vial of medicine on the 
cabin table haul not been upset. Ut*>n 
the table were pieces of doth, needle 
and scissors, showing that a woman 
had been sowing there Just before she 
had been called to go In the boat. The 
pumps were dry, the cargo was Intact, 
j and nothing was wrong \v*Uh spars or 
rigging. 

In sailors' stories of the finding of the 
I derelict the galley fire was burning; un- 
t tasted food, scarcely cold, was set out 
ready to serve; a clock was ticking In 
the cabin; a child's toys were scattered 
about, and no boat was missing; but 
those are all fanciful touches, useful 
perhaps to a writer of fiction, but not 
to he Included in a statement of fact. 

The Mary Celeste, loaded with alco¬ 
hol in barrels, had sailed from New 
York five days ahead of the Del Gratia, 
bound for live same port, Genoa. The 
CTuptaJn of the Del Gratia put a salvage 
crew of three men aboard the Mary 
Celeste, and the two vessels separated 
during the night. They did not meet 
again until they reached the port of 
Gibraltar, the Mary Celeste arriving 
first. 

The brig wap libeled for salvage, and 
Oapt. J. H. Winchester, of New York, 
one of her owners, went to Gibraltar to 
get her released. Cqpt. Winchester did 
not accept the mutiny theory. He dis¬ 
proved It. or at least negatived the 
theory by having the spots on the 
sword blade examined by a chemist, 
who pronounced them nothing but rust. 
Oapt. B. S. Briggs, of New Bedford, 
i was master and one-eighth ow^er of 
the Mary Celeste, and he had his wife 
I and child with him on the voyage. The 
/mate. Richardson, was a man of ex- 
'cell-ent character, the cook was a re¬ 
spectable white man and the ten sailors 
were quiet, decent Germans. Mutiny 
In such a ship’s company was highly 
improbable. No member of the com¬ 
pany ever turned up to expla‘s the 
' mystery of the abandonment or 
vessel In midocean.

Before touching upon the solution of 
the mystery. It may be Interesting to 
sketch the somewhat remarkable his¬ 
tory of the derelict craft. In the notes 
and clippings I have preserved the 
Mary Celeste is described sometimes as 
a brig and again as a brigantine. The 
difference In rig. noticeable to a sailor, 
is of no great importance, however, and 
I shall refer to her as a brig, although 
one reference to the condition of her 
mainsail may seem to indicate that she 
was schooner-rigged aft- 
The Mary Celeste was built In Nova 
Scotia in 1869 and was unlucky from 
the first. Being built of gTeen tim¬ 
ber. she stuck on the ways and was 
I floated only at great expense. Her first 
! voyages were unprofitable, and In 1871 
1 she ran ashore on the bland of Jamaica 
and ruined her captain, who. discour¬ 
aged by continuous misfortune, blew 
out his brains. She was taken to New* 
York and sold as a wrecked vessel to 
a Boston man. who refitted her and 
secured an American register, although 
=he war* a foreign build and had not 
been wrecked on the coast of the Unit¬ 
ed States.

An Expensive Investment. 



A year later the brig waa seized for 
debt and sold at auction for $7,500 to 
Capt. Winchester and others. Her tim¬ 
bers were found to be rotting, and it 
cost $11,500 to make her seaworthy. Then 
she was seized for haying a fraudulent 
register, and it cost her new owners 
a great deal of money to prove that 
they were Innocent parties and to se¬ 
cure her release. While Capt. Wln- 
ihester and his partners owm ft 1 her the 
Mary Celeste always managed to lose 
her deck load, and usually some of her 
spars and sails, and between those 
losses and her salvage at Gibraltar, she 
cost her owners $8,000 net in three 
years. They sold her to Cartwright & 
Harrison, who kept her afloat five years 
and lost $5,000, and finally sold her at 
a low figure to Knowles, Freeman & 
Co., of Boston. 

In July. 1885, Capt. Gilman C. Par¬ 
ker, the last muster of the Mary 
Celeste, was tried in the United Stales. 
Court In Boston on a charge of bar- 
atry. The indictment charged Capt. 
Parker, Abraham Q. Wendell. George 
W Miller, Raphael Boris, Emile Boris. 
Sullivan A Freeman and Knowles 
Free-main with complying to destroy the 
vessel and cargo with Intent to defraud 
the Insurers. 

The Mary Celeste was wrecked on a 
coral reef off Haytl on January 8. 1885. 
and the mate, Joseph V. Howes, de¬ 
clared that the captain deliberately ran 
her on the reef. It was testified that 
she was loaded with spoiled fish, bot¬ 
tled lees from an ale house, and other 
worthless stuff that could not be ®old In 
any port, and the District At orney con¬ 
tended that the shippers must lia^e 
had an understanding with somebody 
that the vessel should never reach port.

Clark Russell worked oit an Ingen¬ 
ius solution to the abandonment of the 
Mary Celeste In a story entitled "The 
Mystery of the Ocean Star." The 
steamship Guide runs out of a fog and 
encounters the bark Ocean Star drift¬ 
ing about wlWh her sails in some disor¬ 
der. Th ornate of the Guide boards the 
bark and finds things about as th y 
were on the Mary Celeste. The galley 
fire Is alight and a fowl Is boiling In a 
saucepan on the stove. The last entry 
in the log Is dated ten days back, show¬ 
ing the absence of the master, yet the 
fresh galley fire Indicated tihe very 
recent presence of some one on the 
ba rk. 

A salvage crew Is put aboard and the 
vessels part company. The next day 
the Ocean Stdr picks up a part of the 
misusing crew and the mystery Is par¬ 
tially cleared up. Accident and disease 
has reduced the crew* to second mate 
amd five men. The mate fell overboard, 
and four of the men lowered a boat 
and went to his rescue, leaving a boy 
to take care of the bark. The boat 
got losft in a fcg. the wind freshened 
and the bark ran away. When the 
steamer hove In sight, the boy sprang 
upon tihe rail to signal her, tripped, 
fell overboard and was drowmed. 

Mr. Russell's solution 1 Is plausible 
enough, except that all four men sf the 
crew* would hardly have gone In a boat 
to pick up the mate, leaving the ship In 
charge of a boy. The true explanat.on 
Is quite simple, too simple for the pur¬ 
poses of a w rtter of fiction. The key is 
to be found In the nature of the brig's 
cargo, a certain quality of the w*ood of 
which the package? were made, and the 
position In which the forehatch was 
found.

Left Boat and Crew Behind. 


The mysterious visits of the ghost¬ 
like shadow w'hioh until a few weeks 
ago eo seriously annoyed John P. Beck 
by haunting his house have been far 
surpassed during the past three weeks 
by a mysterious and continuous ring¬ 
ing of the doorbell at the home of 
Joseph Serlo, says a Baltimore corre 
spondent of the New York World. 

Despite the fact that neighbors liv¬ 
ing on each side of the house and on 
the opposite side of the street have 
watched the front door, and the furthei 
fact that the family have kept a close 
guard Inside the house, the bell ba* 
rung furiously. At the beginning the 
wire connecting the bell w*lth the knob 
at the door would quiver for a moment, 
and then lJSh Itself h?t the ceiling 
as though Just released from a heavy 
strain. 

Finally the wire was disconnected 
from the knob, and the outer door bolt 
ed. but tne mysterious ringing con 
tinued. A policeman waa asked to visit 
the house and make a thorough exim 
lnation,* but even while he stood In 
rear room talking to Serlo the boll rang 
several times. A priest waa then sent 
for. and after learning the clr’cum 
stances blessed the house -and the fa-rn 
lly, hut the mysterious ringing con 
tinued. 

According to Mrs. Serlo, If the mem 
bers of the family stay &w*ay from the 
front steps the bell rings from fifteen 
to thirty times at Intervals of about 
five minutes, if the front of the house 
is watched by the members of the 
family' the Interval* will be greater. 
Mr. Serlo thought of having the bell 
removed from ttje house, but ra\d that 
he w<as afraid that some more mysteri* 
oue annoyance would be perpetrated 
on the hou»sc or the family, as Several 
times there ha® been a heavy pounding 
on the door. 

The members of the Serlo family do 
riot seem to be at aLl superstitious, and 
although considerably frightened by 
their inability to solve the mystery, re 
main In the house, with the door bolt 
ed. and declare that they will stay 
th?Te until they can learn the cause of 
the ringing. 


When the Del Gratia found the Mary 
Celeste her topgallant sail was snugly 
furled and the headsheets were flowing. 
Evidently the vessel w r as running be* 
fore a strong breeze Just before the 
abandonment, and was rounded to In 
order to enable the crew to launch the 
longboat. The forehatch was off and 
lying bottom upward on the deck. Men¬ 
ace of sudden disaster Impelled Capt. 
Briggs to heave the vessel to hastily, 
launch the boat and get all hands lntd 
it and pull away from the brig. The 
brig's—or brigantine's—mainsail being 
stow’ed, she had no aftersail to keep 
her to the wind, and acquiring stern- 
way She backed off until the wind filled 
her topsail*, w’hen- rhe sprang aw r ay, 
leaving boat and crew* behind. 

The chase that ensued is plain to a 
seaman. The brig w*ould come to at In¬ 
tervals, hand In the wind and raise the 
hopes of the sailors tugging at the oars 
of the heavily-laden longboat. As she 
came up and spilled the wind from her 
square sails, fcer jib and staysails would 
fill and pay her off. and again she would 
run before the wind. Her yards being 
squared, she would pay off first on one 
tack and then on the other, keeping 
generally a fairly straight course.

Isaac N. Perry, the president of the Na¬ 
tional ‘Bank of North America, had be¬ 
come the owner of the property tlvrough 
sale under honkruptcy: (hat he hud pro¬ 
ceeded to 'manipulate the book.- and In¬ 
ventories for the purpose of making u 
largely increased showing a» to the value 
of the plant; that he had ordered the In- 
. gitrunco (then about IIjQO.OOO) to be ln- 
rr»\ised to $2<’U,0U»; Umu no had urJcted 
h:i the aers. locomotive* and other prop¬ 
erty of the company to be stored within 
the shops, that he hid smveeded In ob¬ 
taining fi'cces? to the shone, aJone and 
unaccompanied, upon tfcinunv afternoon, 
and that ■within an hour thereafter fire 
had broken out in four of the five build, 
ings, and resulted in the destruction of 
two of them. 

Mr. Perry’* attorney claimed that Mr. 
Perry had been the victim of a con¬ 
spiracy; tha; It being known that he 
neceasarly spent Sunday at the ?>!ant, a 
fire was planned to take place at a time 
when he should be present, and nil tho 
circumstantial evidence wmrid connect 
him *llh Its origin. The attorney also 
offered ip show that an arrangement wp* 
practically completed for the aa'.e of this 
ptoint lor a. sum larger than the ln*ur- 
I ance. and that $100,000 was deposited tn 
f escrow on oocount of this contract, and 
that. Perry, therefore, had no motive to 
commit the crime. We are using every 
means within oitr power to ascertain the 
truth, and are equally determined upon 
two point*: * First, that no guilty person 
shall escape, and. second, that no Inno¬ 
cent person shall b* permitted to Buffer 
from an unjust accusation.

MRS. J. M. MATHEWS 

PAINFULLY INJURED. 


Buffers Im Trying To Aid In Quieting 
Fractious Horses. 


Mrs. Sal lie Mathews, the wife of Dr. 
3. M. Mathews, was painfully Injured 
by falling from her carriage In an ef¬ 
fort to aid her coachman in quieting a 
horse which was attempting to run 
away at Third and Breckinridge streets 
at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. She 
fell to the pavement and was carried 
to the office of Dr. Leon Solomon In a 
pemi-coiiFclous condition. For some time 
It was feared that she was injured in¬ 
ternally. but later in the afternoon It 
was announced that ^he was suffering 
more from tfhock than Injury. 

(Mrs. Mathews has been ill for several 
weeks, and it has been her custom to 
go driving each morning. As her car¬ 
riage turned into Third avenue from 
Breckinridge street yesterday morning 
one of th* horses reared and fell across 
the tongu.-. This frightened the other 
horse, which began to kick. Seeing that 
her coachman was In trouble, Mrs. 
DiCathews antempted to leave the car¬ 
riage to aid him, but as she reached the 
door a sudden Jerk threw her to the 
pavement. Sh* struck ton the back of 
her head, and' when carried to Dr. Solo¬ 
mon’s office complained of pains In her 
back. 


A pitiful case of destitution and want 
was discovered by Patrolman John 
Sage, yesterday morning, when he en¬ 
tered a tumbled down cottage at 623 
Thirteenth street to Investigate the con¬ 
dition of Thomas J. Thornton and his 
aged wife, whose neighbors told him 
were In destitute circumstances. When 
Patrolman Sage entered the house he 
found Mrs. Thornton tossing upon a 
sick-bed. In delirium from fever, and so 
weak from hunger that she could 
scarcely speak above a whisper. He 
found her husband leaning on a dingy 
table, his face burled In his hands, and 
In a hslf-stupor from hunger and want. 

After an efTort the old man was 
aroused and questioned regarding his 
condition and that of his wife, and his 
story was a sad one. ‘He sold there 
had been nothing to eat In thelTT.use for 
several days, and that his wife had 
been 111 for a week without medical at¬ 
tention or nourishment. The old man 
told the story with difficulty, trembling 
with weakness as he recounted his ex¬ 
periences since misfortune overtook him 
and his. He said he was an artist, and 
that he had for several years managed 
to rnuke a scant living by paJntlng 
memorials, small pictures, etc., but that 
several months ago he became ill and 
was compelled to spend his scant earn¬ 
ings. Before he recovered, he said, his 
wife became 111. and by constant watch¬ 
ing at her bedside he suffered a relapse, 
and both were confined to their bed at 
the same time for several days. 

Thornton told Patrolman Sage he had 
spent hlH last dollar for food a week 
ago. and that both hail subsisted on the 
purchase since that time, and that he 
had prepared the food himself. When 
asked why he had not long ago appeal¬ 
ed to charity for assistance, Thornton 
said he was too proud to ask alms of 
charity. 

• • • 

House Unfit For Occupancy. 


The house In which the couple have 
been living Is unfit for occupancy. The 
lights In every window have been brok¬ 
en out and the openings stuffed with 
rags. The roof is full of openings, and 
when the min falls it pours upon the 
floor In sluices. The bedding on which 
Mrs. Thornton was lying was mainly of 
rags and gunny sacks, while the room 
was furnished with a few pieces of 
broken furniture. No more squalid 
and uncomfortable quarters could be 
Imagined. Patrolman Sage hurried to 
report his discovery to headquarters, 
and several charitable Institutions were 
Immediately notified and sent represen¬ 
tatives to the hovel. The St. Vincent 
De Paul Society took charge of the ease 
and furnished medicine, food and coal 
and placed a nurse in charge, and the 
conditions were made as comfortable as 
possible until the couple can be remov¬ 
ed to a hospital, which will be done In 
a short time. Mrs. Thornton's illness 
Is due to lack of food and care, and It Is 
believed she will soon recover with 
proper attention. 

Thomas Thornton says he is a native 
of England, and that when he was four¬ 
teen years old he ran away from his 
home at Liverpool, coming to America. 
He wai fascinated by the seas, and 
spent eight years as a seaman, after 
which he returned to England In search 
of his parents. The family had remov¬ 
ed to some other part of the continent 
and he could find no trace of them. 
He returned to New York, and giving 
up the life of a seaman took up the 
study of art. After leaving New York 
he removed to St. Louis, where he was 
successful for a number of years as an 
artist. While he was a resident of St. 
Louis he met Miss Mary Moran, a Ken¬ 
tucky girl, whose home was at London. 
They began a correspondence after she 
returned to London, and were married. 
Thornton was fascinated by Kentucky, 
the home of his bride, and remained In 
the State, going to Newport after hl« 
marriage, where he remained until a 
year ago. when they came to Louisville. 

Thornton attributes his Inability of 
late to provide for himself and wife to 
the fact that age has Impaired his eye¬ 
sight to such an extent that he can 
no longer follow painting. For the past 
six months his only Income has been 
front the sale of memorials he has 
painted.

ALL OFFICERS OF SOUTHERN 
HOMEOPATHS TAKEN. 


Vote To Meet Again In Louisville- 
Concerted Fight On Tu¬ 
berculosis. 


During the closing session, yesterday, 
of the Southern Homeopathic Medical 
Association the annual election of of¬ 
ficers was held, and the three discus¬ 
sions slated for the closing day were 
disposed of. 

Gynecology, pedology and Ophthalmol- 
ogy were the subjects, and even greater 
interest was evinced than In the pre¬ 
ceding work. The papers read at these 
meetings are generally the objects of 
much painstaking labor, and *»•»> of 
pleasure and profit to the convention 
accordingly. The Interest In the meet¬ 
ing w'as largely Increased by the large 
number of visitors to the convention 
from other homeopathic associations In 
the* North and West. 

It was decided yesterday to confine 
the subjects for discussion before the 
next meeting of the association to the 
different phases and effects of tubercu¬ 
losis. Papers will be read outlining the 
relation of tuberculosis to other dis¬ 
eases, and Its treatment from a sani¬ 
tary. medical or surgical viewpoint. 
The homeopaths are enthusiastic over 
this Innovation, and hope thmt much 
good will accrue from such concentrate 1 
effort. The alarming percentage of 
deaths resulting from tuberculosis, fia 
well as the evident Inability of the med¬ 
ical profession to check Its ravage?, are 
the reasons for this aolion. 

It was decided by the convention, af- 
•er a short discussion, to meet In Louis¬ 
ville again next year. No other place 
Was mentioned, and a large number of 
the physicians expressed themselves of 
the opinion that Louisville could not be 
Improved upon.
